We last ‘week published an ‘article upon the ba- 
tare of genuine repentance, in which the unusual 
n t 80 is not an element in 
such repentance. The , in submitting the ar- 
ticle, expressed the hope thet it would elicst discas- 
sion. The views are important, bat we 
cannot regard them as stvictly true. ‘Repentance 
it; agodly,sorrow leadeth to reformation. We are

told that Judas repented. In what sense could he 


have repented; if that term is applied only to that 
reformation of life, which the writer of the article 
in question; ‘defines it. The repentance of Judas 
was defective, in that it was borrow alone, and that 
it did not include a hopefal purpose of amendment, 

and sustained in the soul through grace. 
It is.neserted that Judas repented. It is clear that 
the word is nsed in his case to denote sorrow ; deep, 
heartfelt, overwhelming sorrow. The remaining 
element, a hopefal purpose of amendment, sustained 
y the promise, of assistance, and having in clear 
view the:sttainment of a holy character, this was 
not permitted to him. Hence his sorrow was una- 
vailing. He may have bated his sin when he saw 
its nature, but there was not granted him a ray of 
light through bis gloom. He saw no mercy reach- 
ing to the extent of his guilt; he saw no Spirit 
ready to assist his amendment, should he so purpose. 
He only sorrowed—he could not hope and hence 
could not resolve. Because repentance includes a 


purpose to reform, through grace, we may not there- | 


fore define it as uch a purpose, more than we may 
define it mere sorrow; because it is said Judas “re- 
pented.” ‘Trae repentance is both that which Ju-
